DISTRICT NO 1. 


HENRY PUTNAM, Prudential Committe . 

Teacher in Summer, Miss. Mary J. i’. George of KB Haverhill, 
Mass. ‘Term, 6 1-2 weeks, whole number of scholars 24, average 
14, _ Wages per month, including board $14, Moral Depo: ‘tment, 
Habits of Study and Rank as Schlars. not well reported. 

Miss George came well recommended. appeared to be well qual- 
ified to teach, and entered upon her duties with spiritand energy, 
aud with apparent determination to be faithful and successful in 
her business. But few rules were laid down for the government ot _ 
the school, but a strict observance and obedience to them was re- 
quired of all. There were only 12 scholars present at the exami- 
nation, but so far as we were able to judge, considerable progress 
had been made, considering the shortness of the term. There was 
a decided improvement in reading and spelling, studies which are 
too much neglected in most of our schools. Colburn’s Arithmetic 
was studied by a large portion of the scholars, and appeared t» be 
we!l understood. There was some trouble in the district near the 
close of the term, in regard to the mode of government in the 
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school, and it is thought Sy some tliat the teacher did not receive 
that sympathy and support which justice seemed to require under 
the circumstances, for the benefit of the school in the future. 

Teacher in Winter Mr Daniel 8. Pillsbury of this town. Term, 
11 weeks, whole number of scholars 34, average 28, wages inclvu- 
ding board $28, per month. Habits of study and rank as scholars 
about the same as last term, mora! deportment better reported. 

Nearly all the scholars were present at the examination, and 
they generally acquitted themselves with alacrity. Questions were 
answered with promptness and fullness, and the exercises, though 
protracted, were far from being tedious. Every branch of study 
appears to have been well attended to except writing. A large 
number of books were shown, but too iittle was written. The teaeh- 
er was encouraged by frequent visits from tlfe citizens, and he re- 
marks: ‘The parents and citizens have manifested a deep interest 
in the school ” 

The school house in this district is so old and ill-constructed that 
no alterations or repair need be recommended. A new commodi- 
ous house and ample play-ground, would be preferable. 


DISTRICT NQ, 2 
WILLIAM H. BROWN, Prudential Committee. 


Teacher in Summer, Miss Mary I. Sanborn of Chester. Term, 
10 weeks Whole number of scholars 41, average 29. Wages 
$18, per month, including board. Moral Deportment, habit of 
study and rank as scholars, not well reported. 

The schooi snifered greatly from irregular attendance, especially 
during the last few weeks. The 290 instances of tardiness noted by 
the teacher, exhibits a great lack of interest on the part of the 
scholars or parents. But little interest was manifested in some of 
the exercises at the examination. The teacher remarks as follows: 
«J entered upon the duties ofa teacher in this school a stranger 
to both parents and pupils. I fear that there has not beea so much 
advancement made by the pupils as though there had been greater 
iuterest taken by the parents. When parents visit the school, en- 
courage their children in their studies, and teach them to love and 
obey their teacher, the pupi!s make rapid advancement and appre- 
ciate the instructions of the teacher. [ have tried to do justice to 
all, but have not, perhaps, met the expectatioas of some.” 

‘Teacher in Winter, Meses H. Johnson, Hsq. of Atkinson. Term, 
10 1-2 weeks, wages per month, including boird $36 Number of 
scholars 4], average 85. No record was kept of moral deportment 
habit or rauk as scholars. 

Mr Johnson is an experienced teacher, and is {thus enabled to 
make a judicious clasification ot his scholars and to inspire them 
with the laudable desire to succeed in every branch of study. A 
large number of scholars were present at the examination, and the 
pei formances were such that a favorable impression was undoubta 
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bly made upon all citizens present. Lt was gratifying to see such 
large classes in Colburn’s Arithmetic, and to find it so ‘well under- 
stood by all. Great attention had been given to writing. The num- 
ber of writing books was large and the marked improvement in 
this branch must convince the parents that some regular system of 
penmanship should be taught in all of our schoo!s, The teacher 
remarks: ‘Experience has tully convinced me, that in order to 
have scholars th orough and progress fiom term to term,they should 
be regular and punctual. You will perecive by this record that 
about one-seventh has been lost by absentees, and I think it is safe 
to say, by tardiness and getting excused before schoo! closes, by 
coming in and going out in school hours,and by hindrances to class - 
es, not knowing their lessons, or even where they are, will amount 
io a8 much more,or two- severiths of the money wastel by the schol 
ars not being punctual, To whom shall the cause ot this evil be 
attributed? Ls it the scholars fault? They all say they came 
when and as soon as the could They say they were obliged to do 
this or that, having some excuse whi ch it will not do for a teacher 
to doubt, for ‘my children always do righs and never fell an un: 
truth,” Where then is the blame, [ ask? It must be at home,and 
parents must bear it.” : 

A small sum of money was raised for repairs upon the school 
house in this district, and the money has been expended for neces- 
sary repulrs and alterations. A different arrangement of the desks 
and seats had long been needed. Still there is room for further 
improvements ir the school room. 


DISTRICT NO, 3. 


DANIEL N. ROYT, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher in Summer, Miss Louise J.. Noyes of Atkinson. _Term, 
7 weeks, whole number of scholars 36, average 34. Wages per 
month, including board $16 67. The teacher kept no record of 
moral deportment, habit of study or rank as scholars, This term 
closed July 10, without any notice being given to your committee, 

The school again went into oneration “Aug. 9, under the care of 
the same teacher. erm, 10 weeks,average attendance 80, instan- 
ces of tardiness 83. A wood degree of progress was noticed in 
some branches, but a want of interest was apparent on the part of 
too many scholars. The teacher was very kind and agreeable to 
her scholars, and no doubt succeeded in interesting them to some 
extent. 

The order of the school was as good, perhaps, as could reason- 
ably be expected, considering her mild persuasive mode of govern- 
ment. 

The school house is ill-adapted to the wants of the district

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- DISTRICT NO. 4. 


PERLEY H. SHANNON, Prudential Committee, 

Teacher, Miss Sarah J. French of Sandown, Term, 11 weeks, 
whole number of scholars 21. average 17, wages per month. inclu- 
‘ding board, $19 33. Moral deportment, habits of study and rank 
as scholars, very good. ‘The school was well governed and _skill- 
fully instructed. Reading and spelling, arithmetic and grammar, 
in particular, had been well attended to. The Winter term com- 
menced Oct. 11, and closed Jan. 18. Teacher same as in Summer, 
Miss French. Term 14 weeks. Whole number of scholars 29,av- 
erage 18, wages per month,, including board $21 33, Moral de- 
portment, rank as scholars and habits of stndy, very favorably re- 
ported, Only 17 instances of tardiness during the term. 

Miss French appears to possess the necessary qualifications to 
instruct in all the various branches required to be taught in our 
schools, and her fasulty for governing is uncommon. ‘The order 
of the schoo] was very good, and considerable progress was no 
ticed in almost every thing exhibited at the examimition. A well 
written school-paper, comprising many specimens of composition 
was very well read on the occasion, which was quite interesting. 
A great interest was manifested by the citizens, and no less than 
52 visits were made by them during this term, which must have 
been very encouraging to the teacher, 

There was some trouble in the school,'or rather in the district, 
and a falling off towards tbe ciose of the school was the result. 
Your committee will not attempt to decide who was in fault, being 
willing to submit this question to the good judgment of tne citizens 
of the district, who beiug better acquainted with the circumstances 
in the case, are better prepared to decide the matier. We subjoin 
the teachers remarks: “At the commencement of my labors | en- 
countered opposition from two or three obstinate pupils, and this 
opposition I greatly fear nas been fostered by the unkind pressure 
of outside influences. Still L have endeavored to labor faithfully to 
make myself useful to all my pupils. Some of the parents have 
not co-operated with me in my labors, but have charged me with 
partiality and denounced me as unfit for my station. Would af- 
fairs have ended thus had parents done thezr whole duty? 1 would 
render many thanks to those parents and citizens who have endeav- 
ored to sustain me in my labors, heartily enccura ging me 
‘onward’ by frequent visits to the school room. Much praise is 
due to those of my pupils who have ever readily and cheerfully 
complied with all my rules and regulations. 1 still feel a deep in- 
terest for their future welfare, and sincerely hope that those who 
have been bright ornaments to my school, but are soon to go out 
and engage in the active duties of life may actas nobie a part as 
they have here, and may those who are coming up to fill their pla- 
ces, follow in their footsteps, and thus do credit to themselves and 
merit the approbation of their parents and teachers.” 
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Very important alterations and repairs huve been made‘in the 
school house in this district, and the citizens of several other dis- 
tricts in town, may here see how much a schoo] room can be im- 
proved with a small amount of money when properly expended.

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


CAPT. WILLIAM JOHNSON, Frudential Committee. 

Teacher, Mr Charles C. Johnson, of Derry. Term, 7 weeks. 
Whole number of scholars 11 Average 10. Wages per month, 
including board, $28 Moral Deportment, Habits of Study and 
Rank as Scholars, well reported, Instances of tardiness, 8. The 
school commenced May 17, and closed July 3, 

Although the School was very small and the term short, the 
teacher exceeded our expectations in arousing his pupils, and exeit- 
ing and sustaining a good degree of interest. His well directed 
efforts met with success. His mora! influence and gentlemanly 
hearing, 1s worthy of notice, and we trust his influence will be felt 
in the district. 

Remarks of the Teacher : 

‘‘T found on entering this School, I had two difficulties to con- 
tend against. Tirst, a small school; making it so difficult for a 
teacher to keep up sufficient interest in the studies when the clas es 
are so small. Secondly, a short term—compelling the teacher to 
close his school just when it was making its most rapid advances. 
On the other hand I would say that the scholars, with scarcely an 
exception, have done all L could reasonably expect of them, seem- 
ing resolved that although the scbool was short, they would make 
the most of their time.’ 

School house in this district, old and out cf repair—no ned of 
further ventilation of the School-room. 


DISTRICT NO, 6. 


BRUVE MOULTON, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, Miss Sophia Moulton of this town, ‘lerm, 10 weeks, 
Whole number of schulars 24, average 23, Wages per month, in- 
cluding board, $16. Moral Deportment, Habits of Study and 
Rank as Scholars very favorably repoited. Number of pupiis not 
absent one half day 10; neither absent or tardy 8. But 10 in- 
stances of tardiness reported during the term At the last exami- 
nation, the school appeared to have been well instrusted and goy- 
erned. 

The last term of schoo: commenced Aug, 2, and closed Oct. 8, 
under the charge cf the same teacher. Length of term and wages 
of the teacher the same as in summer Whole number of scholars 
23, average 22. Moral Deportment, &c, well sustained during 
this term. Number of visits from tne citizens to encourage the 
teacher, 82. “

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It will suffice to say we think this school never appeared better. 
The teacher has had nineteen years experience in teaching—seven 
in this, her own district. Teacher's remarks: ** My school has 
been particularly pleasant and satisfactory to me. My scholars 
have been punctual, studious and respectful, and made commendable 
progress in all the studies pursued. The parents have evinced a 
‘deep interest in the cause of education, and to their cheerful co- 
operation we may, in a great measure, attribute the advancement 
of the school To teach scholars that are sent to school, expressly 
to learn and to obey, isa pleasure—not a task.” 

DISTRICT NQ. 7 
GKLORGE CLAYTON, Prudential Committee. 

Teacher, Miss Ruth B. Currier of Sandown. ‘Ihe money in this 
district was all expended during one term, whicn commenced Aug. 
9 and closed Nov 12. Length of term 14 weeks. Wages per 
month, including board $15.33. Whole number of scholarg 22; 
uverage 17. Moral Deportment, Habits of Study and Rank as 
Scholars, reported well. Instances of tardiness 62; dismissed 25. 

This schoo! suffered from irregular attendance. 

Some classes appeared very well at the last examination, while 
others had made no visible improvement. Lowness of voice, and 
carelessness of pronunciation was too common to escape notice.— 
One class in Culburn’s Arithmetic appeared very well. The teach- 
er succeeded as well as could be expected, all things considered. 
Had the parents and citizens made frequent visits the school, and 
exerted themselves to the’ utmost to encourage and sustain the 
teacher in teaching and governing her school, it might, perhaps, 
have been nore profitable for the district. 

DISTRICT: NO. 8.

The school com- 
menced June 14, and closed July 31, only 7 weeks in length. Wa- 
ces per month, including board $11 33, whole number of scholars 
11, average 9, moral deportment,habits of study and rank as schol 
ars rather ordinary. Want of interest seriously effects the school 
in this district, and when we consider the age anu number of schol 
_ urs, and the amount of money appropriated here for school pur- 
poses, we are not surprised to find so little improvement. The 
teacher had considerable energy,was industrious and probably used 
all proper exertions to promote the cause of education in her 
school, but no great proficiency could be made under the circum- 
stances. 

_ Several of our schools have suffered considerably during the past 
year, from a want of efficiency in government. Some of our teach 
ers that appeared to possess mogt every other faculty required,have 
failed in this particular. Shall this be attributed wholly to those 
teachers, or will parents takg to themselves their proper share of 
the fault and profit by it igethe future? ;
